For Patients. 


Net proceeds of the first state 


inaugural ball Thursday night at 
the university coliseum will be 
given to the Orthopedic hospital 
for the benefit of the patients, F. 
D. Throop, president of the cham- 
ber of commerce which Is spon- 
soring the affair, said Tuesday. 
"Every dollar over and above the 
actual expenses of the ball will 
be given to the hospital," Mr. 
Throop said. Dr. F. H. Alcorn, su- 
perintendent, has been named 
trustee of the fund and will make 
detailed reports of his expendi- 
tures to the chamber. 


Decision to turn the profits of 


the ball over to the hospital was 
reached by the executive com- 
mittee and board of directors 
when it was learned that the 
state does not provide money for 
the purchase of braces, bandages 
and clothing for 
the 
children. 


These supplies must be furnished 
by the parents, or from voluntary 
contributions from private sources. 


Because of present-day eco- 


nomic conditions, Mr. Thrpop de- 
clared, most of 
these supplies 


have been available only through 
private sources.

Coffee said the farm census to 
be undertaken in January will 
furnish all data needed on the 
cattle situation and that an emerg- 
ency census would be an unjusti- 
fied expense. He took the position 
the only reason cattle numbers 


- are low is because feed supplies 


are inadequate. 
"When feed becomes available 


again," he said, "the number of 
cattle again will increase. Until 
then, there is nothing that can be 
done by a census."

Happy New Year 


A NOTHER twelve months of tremendous labors 
•^ on the part of the American people have been 
concluded. The results may be surveyed with 
satisfaction. The nation enters 1935 in an im- 
proved economic status as compared with the con- 
ditions which prevailed when bells chimed in the 
infant 1934. 


There remains a multiplicity of problems, in- 


cluding unemployment debt, and immediate emer- 
gencies arising out of an extraordinary drouth. 
Its painful effects cannot be denied. For the pres- 
ent, and until the next harvest, its problems will 
continue to harass farming regions. The only com- 
forting reflection which can be gained in contem- 
plating it is that so frequently the old axiom that 
one's misfortunes prove to be good fortune in dis- 
guise proves out. 


Until spring unlocks the fields and the pastures, 


Nebraska is going to be hard put to maintain its 
livestock. The high prices of all agricultural prod- 
uce that can be utilized for feed temporarily inten- 
sifies the difficulty of the man who must purchase 
feed. But it should be set down that in 1934, there 
ended that irritating surplus of farm commodities 
•which had be-deviled agricultural regions for 
years, except in the instance of cotton. And while 
a temporary hardship, few farmers will fail to 
recognize that in the long pull, 
the _ only thing 


which really counts in a program embodying se- 
curity and stability, the year just closed contains 
its rosy tints as well as its shadows. 


In part, the severity of the blow which fell on 


the prairies last summer has been softened by the 
payments made directly to farmers for participa- 
tion in the various programs undertaken at Wash- 
ington. From all sources, more than 60 million 
dollars has poured into the pockets of Nebraska 
farmers, to be paid for through processing taxes. 
And that is a totally different condition than has 
prevailed in every acute drouth, visiting Nebraska 
in earlier times. It comes within a fifth of the 
total farm wealth produced in the better years. It 


relief problem, being only about one-fifth of the 
amount used in a single month. The first step is 
final completion of the building as the architect 
planned it, including the murals. Then if any 
money is left it will bo time enough to talk about 
it. It would be a sad commentary to come this far 
in finishing the building and then leave the final 
step undone. 


But the widening of Fifteenth street north from 


the statchousc is of as great importance as the 
landscaping of the grounds and otherwise giving 
the monumental structure a fitting and attractive 
setting. The beauty of a priceless gem may be de- 
stroyed by an inappropriate mounting, and the 
same holds true of a structure, no matter how 
grand the conceptions of the architect. 


Surrounded so closely by buildings which ob- 


struct the view, it is impossible to obtain a proper 
view of the structure upon which the people of 
Nebraska have expended ten millions of .dollars 
and which they have been ten years erecting. To 
continue the present situation would be like pur- 
chasing a beautiful garment and keeping it forever 
hidden in a trunk. 


The fund was collected for a specific purpose, 


the erection, furnishing and beautifying of a capi- 
tol and surrounding grounds. That purpose will 
not have been accomplished until the proper set- 
ting has been given the architectural gem which 
Nebraska has produced, and this cannot be done 
without widening the main avenue leading to the 
building. In this situation the city of Lincoln owes 
it to the state to do everything within its power to 
aid.

So far as this state is concerned, it has a basis 


for more real optimism than it has had since 1920. 
It lives off the soil. It has had more than its cus- 
tomary moisture during the late fall and early 
winter. Its wheat entered the cold months in bet- 
ter shape than normally, with the sole exception of 
a number of northwestern and western counties. 
Its soil is in better condition to produce abundant- 
ly in 1935 than it has been for years. The effect 
of the destruction of crops by drouth in 1934 was 
the same as though the farmer had determined to 
permit the land to remain idle for the season. And 
under the blazing sun, the temperatures which cre- 
ated so much physical discomfort and suffering, 
which entailed severe losses 'during the last crop 
season, the land itself gathered the necessary val- 
uable element to support good yields. 


Stretching ahead is the prospect of a prosperous 


state in 1935 if climatic conditions favor a good 
harvest. 


Nor is there any reason to believe that the price 


levels which have been attained will be disturbed 
to any great extent. What America had come to 
look upon as a surplus has been redefined as a re- 
sult of the experiences 
of 1934. Instead of an 


over abundance, intelligent fanning and intelligent 
public thought in the United States in the future 
•will consider it a part of good business to have at 
least a year's supply of corn, and of other feeds for 
livestock before we can say we are secure. 


Not only have conceptions of agriculture been 


altered, but for another year, at least, the adminis-

It did so without becoming 
engulfed in cantankerous dissension which would 
have left traces for weeks to come to make more 
difficult the exceedingly difficult program which 
the legislature must complete. On' both Senator 
Stewart and Speaker O'Gara will devolve a respon- 
sibility for tact, for sympathy, for fairness, and 
for a high conception of public 
responsibility 


in the discharge of their duties. They can do 
much in making this session a harmonious, smooth- 
ly functioning, and efficient one. And they will 
meet that test. Each has had the legislative exper- 
ience, and has come through the fire so as to cre- 
ate confidence. 


In other particulars, -the democratic majority in 


each branch perfected the troublesome problem of 
organization creditably. For the important posts 
of chairman of the committee on committees, floor 
leader, the democrats in the house selected Repre- 
sentative W. F. Haycock of Callaway, another vet- 
eran, and in the senate, the democrats picked the 
veteran John S. Callen of Odell. Both are able 
and well versed in the procedure. In the naming 
of officers, committees, and employes, the demo- 
crats have gotten away to a flying start.

Support For Liquor Plan Of 
State Administration Urged 


National 
Committeeman 


Addresses Democratic 


Solons' Caucuses. 


National Committeeman Keith 


Neville, North Platte, in address- 
ing the democratic house and 
senate 
caucuses here Monday, 


hailed 
the "new pioneer era" 


opened up by Nebraska's public 
power 
and irrigation districts, 


organized under S. F. 310 passed 
by the 1933 legislature. Selection 
by the former governor of this, 
as one of his two topics for dis- 
cussion before the demo majori- 
ties in both houses of the 1935 
session 
may 
be 
significant of 


further legislation to come pro- 
viding for the expansion and 
further development of the state's 
natural resources and electrifica- 
tion of rural areas. 


Neville also urged the demo- 


cratic majority to adopt in gen- 
eral the recommendations v/hich 
the administration may present 
for incorporation into a liquor 
control measure. Calling upon dry 
representatives to permit "reas- 
onable wets to write their own 
ticket as the drys were permitted 
to write their own ticket in 1917" 
without 
obstructionist 
tactics, 


Neville declared that if every 
member insisted upon writing 
into a liquor bill his own ideas 
as to details, no generally satis- 
factory measure can be produced. 
Calling the Southeastern Public 


Power district, organized under

First Bill Introduced 


In Senate By Four 


Democrats. 


The first measure introduced 


into the Nebraska state senate as 
it convened Tuesday afternoon in 
its initial session was a bill pro- 
viding for broadcasting all regular 
home games of the University of 
Nebraska football team. 


The bill, S. F. 1, was introduced 


by Senators W. C. Bullard of Mc- 
Cook, John S. Callan of Odell, 
Charles A. Dafee of Tecumseh, 
and Sam J. Howell of Omaha, all 
democrats. 


Under the provisions of the bill, 


which has the emergency clause

Omaha organization seeks in the 
law, provides, briefly, for the fol- 
lowing points: 


(1) Scope of bill. The law will not ap- 


ply to horse racing unless the pari-mutuel 
system is used in connection therewith, 
and it will not apply to dog racing or 
any other racing except horse racing. 


(2) Governing authority. A state rac- 


ing commission of three appointed by the 
governor, with full power to prescribe rules 
and regulations governing licensed horse 
race meetings, will administer the law ana 
pass upon applications for licenses. 


(3) Who may be licensed. 
Only the 
state board of agriculture (the state fair 
board) county agricultural societies (coun- 
ty fair boards), and non-profit associa- 
tions organized for civic purposes or which 
conduct a livestock exposition for the pro- 
motion of the livestock or horse breeding 
industries, can be licensed to carry on rac- 
ing under the pan-mutuel system. Every 
licensee must give bond to obey the regu- 
lations and to make the payments required 
by the law. and must agree, under pen- 
alty of having its license revoked, that It 
will not turn over the operation of race 
meetings or of the pari-mutuel system to 
anyone else, or permit anyone else to have 
anv percentage of the money received for 
admissions or from the pari-mutuel sys- 
tem- 


(4) Pari-mutuel system, rhere can be 
no pari-mutuel wagering except within the 
enclosure at a licensed horse race meeting 
Ten per cent of all money wagered goes 
to the licensee. The remainine 90 per cent 
Is paid to the holders of tickets on the 
winning horses. 


(5) License fees. The following fees are 


payable by the licensee to the state racing 
commission: For running races, $200 per 
day in counties of 200.000 or more; S100 
per day in counties of more than 75,000 
but less than 200.000: and S25 per day In 
counties of less than $75.000; for harness 
races the rates for each day shall be one- 
fourth (5i) of the foregoing scale of fees. 
In addition to the dally fees, the licensee 
shall pay 15 cents on each admission to 
the grounds, the tax on free passes to be 
the same as on paid tickets. 


(5) Disposition of fees. 
Out 
of 
the 


funds coming into its hands the commis- 
sion, sfter deducting its expenses, shall 
remit one-sixth (1-6) of the balance to 
the state treasurer for the department of 
sericulture, for the purchase and delivery 
throughout the state of well-bred stal- 
lions and Jacks in order to improve the 
breed. The remaining five-sixths (5-6) is 
divided into as many equal parts as there 
are counties In Nebraska, and one part Is 
remitted to the county treasurer of each 
county, regardless of population, 'o be 
used only for premiums for agricultural 
livestock and other exhibits.

Teams On Even Terms.

and Keith Topping, was largely 
responsible for the reduction of 
odds. 


Alabama was expected to play 


a wide-open game featuring pass- 
ing and kicking, as the visitors 
realized the futility of trying to 
puncture Stanford's stalwart line 
which has withstood every attack 
during the year. "Dixie" Howell, 
star halfback of the southerners, 
was to be the main cog in this 
machine and the 'Bama hopes 
rested squarely upon the should- 
ers of this versatile gridder. 


The Passless Wonders. 


Stanford, known throughout the 


year as the "passless 
wonders," 


promised a different 
brand of 


offense, the keynote of the Card- 
inal attack being power. In this 
department, Grayson was expect- 
ed to be the "fair-haired boy," his 
slashing 
drives — behind 
the 


blocking of "Bones" Hamilton and 
Frank Alustiza—threatening even 
the strong 'Bama forward wall. 


Each team boasted of three all- 


American heroes, Stanford having 
Grayson, fullback; Moscrip, end; 
and Bob Reynolds, tackle; while 
Alabama had Howell, 
halfback; 


Don Hutson, end; and Bill Lee, 
tackle and captain. The 
"un- 


named all-American," Hamilton, 
was expected to be named cap- 
tain-elect of the Indians just as he 
has been in other contests during 
the regular '"4 season.
